PERHAPS none of the colleges of this country exercised a greater 
influence in the formative days, before the colonies became a nation, 
than William and Mary, founded in the year 1692.* Climate, soil and loca- 
tion united to give the institution at Williamsburgh, Va., advantages over 
the two New England colleges, its only competitors until it had existed for 
half a century. The 20,000 acres endowment from their Royal patrons, 
the penny a pound duty on exported tobacco, and small duty on imported 
liquor, were trifling aids in comparison with the peculiar state of society 
which created and maintained a class destined from and by their birth to 
lead and command, with leisure for study and culture. 

Then, too, as early as 1619, a dozen years after the settlement at James- 
town, a General Assembly had been called in Virginia. This was a year 
before the first emigrant looked on the snow-covered wastes of Plymouth. 

Virginia sounded the alarm that awakened British subjects for the con- 
flict which made them freemen, and to her naturally they turned for lead- 
ers. Virginia gave the patriots their commander in chief, became the 
mother of presidents, furnished the premier nineteen years during the first 
quarter century of the union. Four out of ^ve of the latter were graduates 
of William and Mary, whose sons bore their full share from Stamp Act 
debate until the adoption of the constitution, on the platform or with the pen» 

Peyton Randolph, president of the first Continental Congress, and ^yb 
sig ners of the Declaration of Independence, Benjamin Harrison (father of 
"William Henry), Carter Braxton, Thomas Nelson, George Wythe, and 
Thomas Jefferson the writer, went out from William and Mary. 

Fourteen presidents of the United States have been graduates of Ameri- 
can colleges. 

William and Mary leads with

Until 1819 William and Mary College exercised the ofiSce of Surveyor 
General of Virginia. Among the appointees were George Washington, 
Thomas Jefferson and Zachariah Taylor, grandfather of the president.

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General Washington was Chancellor of the college, 1788-99. 

John Tyler was also Chancellor and Thomas Jefferson a Visitor. 

Thomas Jefferson, ^* 1759/' does not agree with his autobiography. He 
says he entered in the spring of 1760, and continued there two years. 

The catalogue of alumni includes many students in the college who are 
known not to have graduated, so it is difficult to say who graduated; but 
the word akimnus means pupil, scholar, one nourished or educated — not 
exclusively a graduate. We may, in that view, properly enroll Chief -Jus- 
tice Marshall, who was a student and while in college became one of the 
members of the Phi Beta Kappa (the oldest of Greek-letter fraternities, of 
which the parent chapter was organized ,at William and Mary in 1776), 
but he went into the army ; and the same is true of John F. Mercer, James 
Monroe, Joseph Eggleston, Carter B. Harrison, Robert Page, William 
Nelson and others ; in fact the institution was closed by reason of the war, 
in 1781, for a year or more, and again between 1861 and 1865. Whea 
we remember its history, it is not surprising that the records are incomplete*. 
The first college building, planned by Sir Christopher Wren, was occupied 
by the General Assembly of Virginia from 1700 to 1705, when it was 
destroyed by fire. In 1781 the French troops occupied the buildings, and 
another fire occurred. In February, 1859, at the celebration of the 166th 
anniversary, the college was again destroyed by an accidental fire. And 
in September, 1862, the principal building was destroyed during the occu- 
pancy of the United States troops, which continued from May, 1862, to 
September, 1865, at which time the buildings were all greatly injured^ 
the result of war, but not by any authority of the officers in command. 
Harvard and New England may be proud of the noble stand taken hj 
Hon. Geo. F. Hoar in favor of government aid to rebuild, and the entire 
country is entitled to credit for the generous aid furnished the dismantled 
University. 

We may call attention to the fact that the name of Wm. B. Giles is 
claimed for Hampden Sidney and Princeton too, 1781 ; George M. Bibb> 
Princeton, 1792; while James M. Mason of the University of Pa., 1818, » 
John T. Lomax of St John's, 1797, and Thomas Nelson, Trinity College, 
Cambridge, 1759, should perhaps appear as students in law only in this 
catalogue. A. H. H. Stuart said of himself, he was educated at William 
and Mary, but graduated in the University of Virginia.

ALUMNI OF THE COLLEGE OP NEW JERSEY WHO 

HAVE HELD OFFICIAL POSITION.

""^yEXT in the order of its incorporation, and forty-six years after Yale, 
J^^ Nassau Hall was established at Elizabethtown, one year later at 
Newark, and after ten years at Princeton, N. J., a favorable location, as 
events proved, a kind of middle ground between the Puritan and Planter 
elements and their schools at New England and Virginia. One President 
of the United States, James Madison, who held the office two terms, gradu- 
uated at Princeton 1771. Two Vice Presidents, Aaron Burr (1772) and 
George M. Dallas (1810), and one acting Vice President, S. L. Southard 
(1804). Many will remember how near Princeton came to counting another 
president. Prior to the amendment to the Constitution in 1804, the 
Electors voted for two persons on the same ballot, the one receiving the 
highest number was declared president ; the one for whom the next num- 
ber was cast, the vice president. Washington at each election received the 
vote of every elector, while John Adams received 34 out of 69 at the first, 
and 77 out of 132 at the second election. Aaron Burr, who had graduated 
at the age of 1 6, only 20 years before, and was then a United States Senator, 
received one of the scattering votes. In 1796, when John Adams was 
elected, he received 71 votes, Thomas Jefferson 68, Thomas Pinckney 59, 
Aaron Burr 30, Samuel Adams (Harv.) 15, Oliver Ellsworth (Princ.) 11, 
George Clinton, John Jay (Columb.) and five others the balance. At the 
succeeding election Thomas Jefferson and Aaron Burr each received the 73 
Eepublican votes, John Adams 65, C. C. Pinckney 64, John Jay 1, making 
a tie. The choice devolved on the House of Representatives, which after 36 
ballots elected Jefferson and made Burr Vice President. It is interesting 
to note that George M. Dallas (Princ.) was elected over T. Frelinghuysen 
(Princ.) in 1844. Richard Stockton (Princ.) and Richard Rush (Princ.) 
each received votes for vice president in 1820, and the latter again in 1828. 
John Sargeant voted for in 1832, Robert G. Harper in 1816 and 1820, 
W. L. Dayton in 1856, Frank P. Blair in 1868 and A. H. Colquitt in 1872 
were also graduates of Princeton.

IN 1747, one year after the foundation of the College of New Jersey, 
Benjamin Franklin, with his pen, inaugurated the enterprise which re- 
sulted first in " A Public Academy of the City of Philadelphia," signed in 
1749, incorporated July 13, l75B,mm Academy of Fennaylvania, two years 
later chAOged to the ^^ College Academy and Charitable School of Peun^ 
syivaoia,^' which held its first cominencement May 17, 1757, a year earlier 
than that of Kings, at New York. The old charters were abrogated in 
1779, a new institution was formed as the University of the State of Penn- 
sylvania, and in 1791 both were united as the University of Pennsylvania. 

Thifi history is not unique. The Public School at Newtown, to which 
the General Court of Massachusetta gave funds in 1636, became Harvard 
College at Cambridge 1639, without moving its location. The Latin 
School at Warren, R. I., 1764, was removed to Providence 1770, along 
side of which had grown up the university, but it was many years after 
when the College of Rhode Island received the name of its benefactor 
Nicholas Brown; Pr. Wheelock and his Indian School removed from 
Lebanon, Connecticut, to Hanover, N. H., under a charter as Dartmouth 
College ; Trinity was originally Washington, Colmnbia was Kings, and 
Rutgers was Queens College. 

The University graduated two signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, Francis Hopkinson and William Paca. Two members of the 
Board of War for the Colonies, Thomas Mifflin and Richard Peters. One 
Speaker of the Continental Congress, one of the U. S. House oi Representa- 
tives, and two Presidents, pro tempore, of the United States Senate, 
William Bingham and James Murray Mason.

COLUMBIA COLLEGE ALUMNI WHO HAVE HELD 

OFFICIAL POSITIONS.

IN the latter part of 1746, the year New Jersey College was foanded, 
the N. Y. Legislature passed an act for raising £2,250 by a public 
lottery for encouragement of learning and founding a college. In 1751 
the money was raised and Trustees appointed. A charter was finally ob- 
tained 3 1st Oct. 1754, a year ailer the Public Academy at Philadelphia. 
Large cities are literary centres ; while as we have seen the others moved 
from their first location, Boston, Philadelphia and New York held the 
colleges established near them, but the original name '^ Kings " was natu- 
rally supplanted by " Columbia" in 1784. 

Rev. Dr. Samuel Johnson (Yale, 1714) had been invited in 1753, and 
came from Stratford, Conn., in April following, and soon entered on his 
duties. Chauncey Whittelsey (Yale, 1738) was appointed his assistant, 
but he declined and William Johnson (Yale, 1743) took the place. The 
first examination for admissions was held in July, 1754, and eight were ad- 
mitted. Of the earliest graduates, 1758, three were educated at Philadel- 
phia or Princeton. 

The work was intermitted in 1776, and the College did not resume its 
functions until the close of the war, since which time it has been prosper- 
ous and honored.

ALUMNI OF BROWN UNIVERSITY WHO HAVE HELD 

OFFICIAL POSITIONS.

THE last of the Colleges to be examined by us, was originated among the 
Baptists of Philadelphia and New Jersey, at whose request James 
Manning, in 1762, just graduated from Princeton, then but 24 years old, 
went to Rhode Island, where the Legislature in 1764 granted charter for 
" The College or University in the English Colony of Rhode Island and 
Providence Plantations in New England," under which ponderous and 
comprehensive title Mr. M. moved to Warren and opened a Latin school. 
In 1770 this was removed to Providence, and the School has continued to 
the present day as the University Grammar School. 

The neighborhood of large cities is the natural literary centre ; as we 
have noticed in this series, where the initiative is taken there, the changes 
are not apt to be of locality. The early existence reminds one of the struggle 
at New Haven, where steps were taken in 1 638 to found a college, ground 
was set apart for it a few years later, and subscriptions received until in 
1655 £540 had been contributed for a college. But four years later a 
grammar school was determined on, and it has continued the Hopkins 
Grammar School for two centuries and a quarter ; but the College was not 
given up; the Rev. Mr. Pierpont in 1698, with two neighboring ministers, 
renewed the attempt. The next year ten clergymen were appointed trustees, 
who met in Branford in 1700 and founded the Collegiate School, which was 
incorporated and held its sessions and commencements at Saybrook until 
1718, when it received a permanent habitation and name as Yale College at 
New Haven. 

At the second meeting, September, 1765, Manning was made president; 
the next year David Howell (whose name we met at Princeton ) became 
his assistant, and in 1769, four years later, the first pupil entered, and for nine 
months was the only student, but at the first commencement seven gradu- 
ated. The experience of more than one was the fate of this College in 
1776, when it was disbanded by the war, until 1782. The buildings which 
were begun in 1770 were occupied by the Colonial Militia and French 
allies, but with return of peace studies were resumed, and since 1804 it has 
borne the name of its benefactor, Nicholas Brown, a graduate of 1786. 

Only three colleges, in addition to the seven we have considered, appeared 
before the Revolution : they were Dartmouth, N. H., 1770 ; Queen's, now 
Rutgers, N. J., in the same year; and Hampden Sidney, Va., 1774. 

The state of Rhode Island did not take part in the first election of 
Washington or come into the Union for more than a year after his inaugu- 
ration, and this, with the disadvantages of location and size, prevented Brown 
from figuring as conspicuously as she otherwise might have done ; but the 
University boasts four years tenure as Secretary of State and four more as 
Secretary of War, in William L. Marcy, class of 1808. 
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William Hunter, 1791, Charge d' Affaires, and Jonathan Russell, 1791, 
U. S. Minister. S. S. Cox, 1846, to Turkey, J. K. Angell to China, and tlie 
class of 1828 furnished Lafayette S. Foster, president pro. tern, of tlie 
Senate and acting Vice Pi^esident of the United States, April 15, 1865, to 
March 2, 1867.

POSITIONS HELD BY ALUMNI- 



A COMPARISON of the earliest seven American colleges, that only 
includes those who have been graduated and admitt^ to degrees, 
cannot be made ; for the reason that William and Mary College has never 
separated those who were students at the College for a time and claim to 
have been educated there, from its graduates : therefore we shall confine 
our comparative table to the other six. 

Some corrections need to be made of the papers heretofore issued, by 
adding names accidentally omitted, dropping those which should not have 
been inserted, and arranging each class so that only the same or similar 
offices shall appear therein. In the Harvard article, for instance, under the 
heading United States Judges are included Judges of the U. S. Supreme 
Court, which in the other articles are by themselves ; also U. S. Circuit and 
District Judges which are classified together in the others, as well as Judges 
of the U. S. Court of Claims. Lieutenant Governors, which are not 
enumerated or named in the other articles, are named and numbered as 
Governors in the Harvard paper. Judges of Supreme or Highest Courts 
of States, etc., may also include other than Supreme, Superior and Court 
of Appeals, which were all that were intended to be included under this 
heading in the others. 

It should be remembered, that often the most distinguished men at the 
bar have never been elected or appointed to the bench. The same is true of 
every office, without exception. 

The following additions to Harvard College officers should be made, to 
wit: Isaac E. Morse, 1829, Member of Congress; John Q. A. Brackett, 
1865, Governor of Massachusetts; Timothy Cutler, 1701, Rector, Yale; 
Horace Davis, 1849, President, University of California; William T. Reid, 
1868, President, University of California; William D. Hyde, 1879, Presi- 
dent, Bowdoin College. Chief Justice Richardson authorizes me to add 
the omitted names to the lists for that University. William H. Appleton, 
1864, declined appointment as president Swarthmore College. 

Yale. 

The number of Yale men appointed to Cabinet positions has been in- 
creased since the publication by the selection of John W. Noble, class of 
1851, Secretary of the Interior. Roger Oris wold, 1780, was Secretary of 
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War, Feb. 3 to March 5, 1801. The term was so short the fact was over- 
looked. 

National offices should inclade Ashbel Smith, 1824, Secretary of State 
Republic of Texas ; A. Frank Judd, 1862, Attorney General Sandwich 
Islands; Ashbel Smith, 1824, Minister from Texas to Great Britain and 
France. 

Associate Justices U. S. Supreme Court :

George £. Badger, 1813, was appointed but not confirmed, so his name 
cannot be counted.

mental in electing the latter.

The table will differ from the numbers heretofore given, not only in the 
additions and subtractions just shown, but also in counting terms instead of 
individuals when giving numbers of Presidents and Vice Presidents of the 
United States, also offices rather than individuals in Cabinet positions, %. e. 
Timothy Pickering, Harvard, 1763, I count three times. He was Post 
Master General, 1791; Secretary of War, January, 1795; Secretary of 
State, December, 1795; which makes seventeen appointments for that 
College instead of fifteen. 

Inasmuch as Judges of New Brunswick, Nova Scotia, Bermuda and Sand- 
wich Islands are enumerated under Judges Highest Courts in the Harvard 
paper, the same arrangement will be followed in the table, and National 
officers will not be entered otherwise.

These six Universities represent as many colonies, all at the North, one 
half in New England and the remainder in the section since designated the 
Middle States. 

Virginia, the most populous colony, was second to support a college and 
had a second Hampden Sidney before the Revolution ; these were the only 
colleges at that time in the southern colonies. Before the foundation of 
the second in Virginia, New Jersey had established its second college at 
New Brunswick ; and New Hampshire, the only one of the seven northern 
colonies unrepresented above, had a college in 1770. 

At the first census after the establishment of the government, Virginia 
had a population of 746,610; the three Middle States, Pennsylvania, New 
York and New Jersey, 958,632 ; and the states of Massachusetts, Connecticut 
and Rhode Island, 685,558. There had been some changes, but probably the 
relative strength had changed but little. 

If we compare the offices held by the two sections, we find sixty-seven 
times in the century have U. S. Cabinet appointments been received by the 
alumni of these six Universities, thirty-eight by New England, twenty-nine 
by Middle State graduates. Seventy-nine diplomatic appointments have 
been divided, forty-eight to New England, thirty-one to Middle States. 

Seven hundred and sixty-nine of their graduates have been chosen to 
the U. S. Senate and House of Representatives ; four hundred and ninety- 
four to the Eastern, two hundred and seventy-five to the Middle.

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Fiye hundred and fifty-f onr Judges of National and higher Courts have 
been graduated, three hundred and eighty-eight at the East, one hundred 
and sixty-six in Middle States. Of two hundred and fifty-eight College 
presidents, one hundred and eighty-nine have come from Yale, Harvard 
and Rhode Island, sixty-nine from Pennsylvania, Columbia and New Jersey. 
The former number eighty-seven Governors to sixty-nine of the latter. 

We shall be glad to learn that the history of William and Mary has been 
compiled, so that some future comparison may be made to take in that 
important section. Every day the work is postponed it becomes more 
difficnlt ; even now it cannot be thoroughly done unless the assbtance and 
ooSperation of many literary men is reinforced by the information of all the 
friends of the Institution.
